Other provisions of the charter 
include the authority for a manager | 
to temporarily appoint someone to 
do his duties while he is away on 
business. The Selectmen, on’ the 
other hand, also may appoint an | 
acting or temporary manager when | 
there is a vacancy in that office 
for any reason. 
The manager will prepare the | 
annual budget by Dec. 1, after re- | 
ceiving appropriate information | 
from the various departments and | 
boards. He will recommend other 
appropriations, And the entire 
financial picture, conipleted by | 
that Dec. 1 deadline, will be | 
transmitted to the Finance Com- | 
mittee, Selectmen and whatever | 
other officials are required to act 
on the annual outlay. The manager 
also is required to estimate, at 
that time, what the tax rate will | 
be the following year, on the | 
basis of his recommendations.

Removal 

While the charter specifies the 
means for appointing a manager | 
and establishes qualifications, it 


also states how a manager may | 
be dismissed. 
A majority of the Board olf 


Selectmen may notify the manager 

he is being removed. At least 30 

days before the removal is to take | 
place, the Selectmen must specily 

the reasons and file them with 

the town clerk and send a copy to 

the manager. He, in turn, may re- 
quest a public hearing and may | 
reply to the charges in writing. 

If a public hearing is requested, 
it must be granted. The charter | 
states specifically that the hear- 
ing will be held no earlier than | 
20 days and no later than 30 days | 
following the filing a | 
request. | 

After this hearing, or after the 
30-day period following the filing | 
of the preliminary notice of dis- 
missal a majority of the Board of | 
Selectmen may fire the manager. 

The Board may, when filing its 
preliminary notice, also suspend | 
the manager. But his salary must 
be paid for 30 days following the 
final to dismiss him. This 
can take place at any time during | 
the manager’s term of office, al-

Bridge Work 
Again Delayed 


The Ballardvale Bridge may be 


destined to remain one-way for 
some time to come, following dis- 
covery of a state error in the 
reconstruction plans. 

It was revealed at the BPW 
meeting Monday night that the 


state is now trying to reject all 
bids, after finding the error and 
getting into some sort of legal 
problem. 

The Board Public Works, 
however, has not signed any 
approval forms, nor has it been 
implicated in any way in the re- 
ported error, The state, under this 
type of reconstruction project, 
has the plans drawn and calls for 
bids, entirely without town par- 
ticipation, 

The Bridge, in a badly weakened 
condition for a long time, has 
been a one-way structure for about 
4 year. This was necessitated by 
the weakened condition, after 
emergency repairs were hastily 
instituted, Vehicles pass over the 
Bridge in either direction, but only 
one Way at a time, 

The reconstruction project had 
been progressing towards the 
award of a contract, until Mon- 
day's meeting. What exactly is 
wrong with the plans is unknown 
here, And there is no knowledge 
locally about when the job may be 
Started now that the error has been 
Spotted, It had been assumed, until 
Monday night, that construction 
might start in March, with a 90- 
day period during which foot travel 
would be allowed over a temporary 
walk,

Henry Wolfson, who stated the 
position of the Taxpayers’ Asso- 


ciation on these articles at last 
fall’s special town meeting, 
Suggested an amendment to the 
proposals, He said the idea did 
not have the formal approval of 
the Association. 

It would have the Board of 


Appeals determine, before issuing

Arthur 
Heifetz objected to this article, |

Disapprovals Noted 

Looming large among the dis- 
approved items is the BPW request 
for a trunk sewer line, at a cost of 
$245,820. This step should be put 
off, Chairman Watters explained, 
until the town manager has an 
opportunity to prepare capital ex- 
penditure plans for the town. 

The sum of $10,000, requested 
for changes in the water and sewer 
lines due to Route 110 and Route 
125 construction by the state, was 
not approved, Mr. Watters said the 
study of the low pressure water 
system should be done first. 

A $4,000 request for a utility 
truck for the water department was 
also turned down. 

The Finance Committee also 
frowned on appropriating $3,000 
for a fund for a revaluation of pro- 
perty 10 years from now. The Com- 
mittee felt that any revaluation 
Sought at that time should stand 
on its own, merits at the time, 
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|rather than accumulating money 


for it before the need is apparent. 


The Committee disapproved 
$24,000 for a new pumper for the 
Fire Department, claiming that 


present equipment is adequate. 

Also turned down was a $2,450 
request by the fire chief for a new 
car. The Committee felt the pre- 
sent vehicle would stand up for 
another year.

Thus the money spent for the Band each year recently 
has actual investment in the Band — with no 
profit to any individual. We can’t see any reason, as long

CITIES AND TOWNS WAIT AND 
WAIT FOR REIMBURSEMENTS 

One method the state has used 
to make an unbalanced budget look 
balanced in recent years has been 
to delay making reimbursements 
due to cities and towns, 

Chief among the reimbursements 
delayed, because it is the largest, 
is that for old age assistance. In 
both 1957 and 1958 the Legisla- 
ture appropriated less than enough 
to meet a full 12 months of rein- 
bursements.
